Firefighters get crash course

WAINFLEET - It's a sight not 
uncommon for firefighters to come 
across. 

Shattered glass. 

Mangled metal. 

A crushed entity once resembling 
a vehicle. 

And among the wreckage, a person 
lies waiting for help. 

Wainfleet’s volunteer firefighters 
spent Saturday learning the ins and 
outs of auto extrication during a train¬ 
ing session at Jackson’s Autobody and 
Wreckers. 

“We go to more car accidents than 
we do fires," said training officer Tim 
Bunz, who was on site to oversee 
the exercise that included about 25 
participants. 

He said medical emergencies and 
car crashes make up about 70% of the 
calls received by Wainfleet firefighters 
in the course of a year, making it cru¬ 
cial to keep up to speed with the latest 
field techniques. 

Jackson's Autobody donated she 
vehicles for the day-long training ses¬ 
sion and offered the space for fire¬ 
fighters to perform their exercise. To 
simulate different scenarios firefight¬ 
ers might encounter, vehicles were 
positioned in various ways — some 
on their side, others upside down, but 
all with significant damage. 

The types of vehicles used also 
varied, with cars, trucks and even 
a station wagon thrown into the 
mix. Bunz said this gives emer¬ 
gency responders an idea of how to 
approach different situations once 
they arrive and survey the scene. 

“Everything is plan, plan, plan,” he 
said, with different methods used to 
safely remove patients from vehicles 
under varying circumstances. 

Before getting to the hands-on 
training, firefighters completed sev¬ 
eral hours of theory, reviewing infor¬ 
mation about airbags, road safety, 
and properly stab ilizin g crash vehicles 
before any extrication. 

“It's very valuable training,” said 
firefighter Jason Mous, who also wears 
the hat of president of the Wainfleet 
Firefighters’ Association. 

He said when someone’s life is on 
the line, knowing how to both safely 



and efficiendy remove them from a 
vehicle can make all the difference. 

In total, Wainfleet’s volunteer fire¬ 
fighters spend three to four week- 
nights and one Saturday a month 
training and developing their skills in 
different aspects ofthejob. 

“It’s very easy to teach someone 
who wants to be here,” Bunz said, 
crediting his crew of volunteers for 
their support and eagerness to learn. 

Wainfleet’s fire department consists 
mainly of volunteers, but they work 
just as hard to keep the community 
safe, he said. 

They also work hard raising funds. 
Over the past six years, the associa-

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Firefighters deserve 
five-alarm gratitude 

T his is far from profound but it deserves being said here 
in print: our firefighters, both professional and paid, do 
more than respond to fires and put out the flames. 

They are trained to multi-task and respond in a variety of 
ways to ensure public safety. 

One such example is the auto extrication exercise for 
Wainfleet volunteer firefighters on the weekend just past. 

About 25 volunteers took part in the day-long training at 
Jackson's Autobody and Wreckers. 

It was as close to the real thing that participants could get, 
true to life because the props used were six vehicles donated 
by Jackson's Autobdy. 

They found themselves facing vehicles they could some day 
find on a busy local highway, a rural dirt road or a street in 
Wainfleet's downtown. They worked with vehicles positioned 
on their side or upside down, for example, but all with 
significant damage. 

It’s easy for civilians to be skeptical about exercises like this. 
It's easy to write them off with: “some kids never grow up” 
reactions. But when human lives are at stake these training 
courses and others can’t be given short shrift by anyone. 

Something also to bear in mind: our firefighters take their 
jobs seriously. They know that to have the best skill sets 
available they have to work at training and re training. Most 
people probably are not aware that Wainfleet’s volunteers 
spend three to four weeknights and one Saturday a month 
sharpening their skills and acquiring new ones. There’s no two 
ways about it: it’s a major investment of time. 

Here’s something else that may not be well known: 
firefighters attend more accident scenes than they do fire 
scenes. Surprised? Read on. 

About 70 % of the calls received by Wainfleet fireighters are 
medical emergencies and car crashes, said Tim Bunz, training 

We should be appreciative of the men (and women) who 
make the commitment to devote part or all their lives to 
care and concern for the public at large. Their work may be 
mundane one moment, then rife with danger the next. 

Not to be overlooked is the sense of community that 
exercises like Saturday’s foster. Hats off to the autobody and 
wrecking company for its donation of six vehicles. It may not 
seem like much, but every gesture, large or small, helps in one 
way or another. 

This training was important for the Wainfleet firefighters 
to engage in. Everyone’s hope is that it does not get put 
to the test because we do not want to see friends, family, 
neighbours, visitors to the community and others hurt in real 
life. But there’s comfort to be had in the realization our first 
responders will be at the ready, if and when they are needed.

Places to go, things to do, people to care for

First Evangelical Lutheran Church 

I’ve been thinking about history 
because our congregation is celebrating 
its 150th anniversary this year. In fact, 
two weeks ago today, April 13, was the 
anniversary of the date in 1862 when 
St. Paul’s Lutheran Church was formed 
in Humberstone. A month later they 
bought the lot on Cranberry St., now 
Elm St., on which our present church 
stands. 

Jump ahead 41 years to 1903. The two 
Lutheran churches in Humberstone, 

St. Paul’s and St. Peter's, were both 
worshiping in German, but some of 
the Lutherans wanted their worship 
in English so they formed a third 
congregation. Holy Trinity Lutheran, 
that built itself a church building on 
King St. 

Fast forward another 22 years and the 
people of St Paul’s are now worshiping 
in English as well so the congregations 
of St. Paul's and Holy Trinity entered 
into discussions about uniting. The 
amalgamation came into effect on April 
26,1925, with the new congregation 
taking the name “The First Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Humberstone and 
Port Colbome and vicinity.” 

They used the church of St. Paul's on 
Elm St. as their place of worship and the 
church of Holy Trinity as a parish hall 
and Sunday school building. 

Over the years other building projects 
took place. In 1952 a new parsonage 
was dedicated on the north side of the 
church. In 1955 the addition of a church 
hall and Sunday school building was 


Trinity church building was sold. It still 
stands on King St. as a bright yellow 
variety store. 

In 1985 the office wing was built 
and dedicated, and 2011 sawyet 
more construction as an elevator and 
wheelchair-accessible washroom were 
constructed. 

As I looked through the church’s 
archives to do some research on First 
Lutheran’s history, the information 
about various additions and renovations 
and their dedication services was quite 
prominent. But years ago as a child in 
Sunday school I learned that the church 
is not a building. The church is people. 

Now, I’m not going to list a lot of 
names of people here. Over the span 
of 150 years there were hundreds 
and hundreds of people baptized, 
confirmed, married, and buried by 
the 27 pastors who have served St. 

Paul’s, Holy Trinity, and First Lutheran 
Churches. During my nearly 10 years 
as pastor of this church I’ve presided 
at 37 baptisms, 23 confirmations, 20 
weddings, and 98 funerals. That’s just 
during my tenure so far. 

The church is about more than the 
bricks and mortar, boards and stucco 
that make up the building. It’s about the 
people who have lived their faith among 
the community of baptized believers. 

It’s about the service they've performed, 
the care they've given, not only to each 
other but to their community as well. 

When we reach milestone 
celebrations for anniversaries, birthdays 
we often look back and remember. It’s 
good to remember. 

We learn from our history and our 
experiences but we shouldn’t get stuck 


There's a verse in the Bible that says 
"since we are surrounded by so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us also lay aside 
every weight and the sin that clings so 
closely, and let us run with perseverance 
the race that is set before us” (Hebrews 
12:1). I think of that cloud of witnesses 
as our forefathers and foremothers in 
faith. 

Some of them may be the faithful 
older members of our churches. Others 
are part of generations past, the ones 
who built our churches, built up our 
congregations, and who live now in 
glory. I heard someone describe the 
great cloud ofwitnesses as the fans in 
the bleachers cheering us on as we run 
with perseverance the race that is set 
before us. 

When we celebrate milestones, such 
as a 150th anniversary, we ought to look 
back on our history with a little bit of 
pride and a whole lot of thankfulness. 
We’re thankful for all God has done for 
us thus far. 

We’re thankful for those who have 
gone before us and have passed on to 
us the privilege of our ministry. But I 
think that “cloud of witnesses” would 
be disappointed if all we did was look 
back. They must be cheering us on, 
encouraging us as we continue to run 
the race. We’ve got places to go, things 
to do, people to care for, a message to 
share. We have a mission. It’s God’s 
mission. 

A mission to love the world, to save 
the world, to bless the world. "Thus far 
the LORD has helped us” (1 Samuel 
7:12). But we’re only getting started. 
Thanks be to God.

PORT COLBORNE - Port Colbome is 
working toward becoming age friendly. 

City council reaffirmed the city’s com¬ 
mitment to the Niagara Age-Friendly 
Community Initiative on Monday night, 
following a presentation by the proj¬ 
ect’s community co-ordinator Virginia 
Stewart. 

The project is 
“aimed at creating a 
caring community for 
all ages,” Stewart told 
council during her time 
at the podium. 

The vision of the ini¬ 
tiative is to enable citi¬ 
zens to live in security, 
maintain their health 
Doucet and participate fully in 

society. 

Community consul¬ 
tations have been taking place through¬ 
out Niagara, including in Port Colbome, 
to determine the needs of seniors within 
each individual community, Stewart 
said. 

The next step, she said, is to determine 
actions that need to be taken to help sat¬ 
isfy those needs.

"We’re definitely looking for some¬ 
thing like that here in Port Colbome,” he 
told Stewart.

PORT COLBORNE — Bette 
Kalailieff has been on the ball 
for years. 

After a lifetime of selfless 
dedication to sports, Bette 
Kalailieff was awarded with 
the Rolf Lund Jule Nisse 
Award. Presented by Sports 
Alliance Ontario, a provincial 
sports development agency, 
the award honours people 
whose entire lives, “from 
playground to podium,” have 
been involved in sports. 

Kalailieff received the 
award from Lund’s widow in a 
ceremony last Thursday night 
at Ontario Place in Toronto. 

“It was so impressive, the 
room was beautiful. I have 
never seen anything like it,” 
said Kalailieff, who added the 
venue was filled with people 
from every sport. 

This year’s award winners 
included world champion 


figure skater Patrick Chan, 
who was selected as male 
athlete of the year for 2011. 

“He wasn’t there to 
accept the award sadly. I 
really wanted to meet him,” 
Kalailieff, a Port Colborne 
resident, said. 

Among all those who were 
honoured with awards that 
night, Kalailieff was the only 
one who. 

“It was such an honour. I 
must have done a good job,” 
said Kalailieff, adding when 
the master of ceremonies 
came back to close the event 
he said he couldn’t follow up 
her speech. 

“That kind of honour, it's 
unbelievable." 

She wasn't allowed to get 
personal in the speech, but 
made a point of thanking her 
family afterwards. 

Nominees for the award 
must have served as a coach,

Kalailieff, 79, has also 
served on Softball Onatrio’s 
board of directors and one 
was of the founding members 
of the organization. 

In 1988 Kalailieff service to 
softball was recognized and 
she was inducted into Softball 
Canada’s Hall of Fame. 

All of the work in sports 
that Kalailieff has done 
throughout her life, has been 
without any return. 


“Most of what I do is volun¬ 
teer, I have never been paid 
for my work in sports.”
